The attitude 
of the Agrarians ]n 


Germany is one ot selfish 
brutality. 


Although %vant 
and suffering 
are on 


the increase throughout 
the empire, 


the land-owners resolutely combat all 
propositions to reduce {he import du- 
ties on foreign food Btuf?a. 
Germany 


does not produce sufficient food for 
the inhabitants, consequently the tariff 
taxes have tht: effect of increasing the 
cost of living. This inures to the'profit 
of the junker noMes who own most'of 
the land, but it is a profit wrung from 
starvation. It is money wet with tears 
and blood and suffering. 


The 
Kaiser's 
government 
prefers 


pauperizing the laboring class to of- 
fending the landed interests. 


In all the principal cities soup houses 


and free food depots have been estab- 
lished to alleviate the acate distress. 
It is slated that fully 100,000 working- 
men and women in Tierlin are out of 
employment and on the verge of star- 
vation, yet the government refuses to 
reduce the taxes on food. It otters the 
people charity in.stc-ad of giving them 
Justice. 


No wondnr popular sentiment strong- 


ly inclines to the Socialists, wiio are 
championing- the c.'.use of the poor in 
their struggle for cheaper broad. How- 
ever Utopian the theories of the So- 
cialists as to thr: general policy of the 
government, 
in Ihis 
instance 
they 


stand for justice and humanity, and 
jieople in the agony of distress are not 
apt to .split hairs with those who offec 
them relief. 


The cheap 
food nue«tion 
has pro- 


duced a shari-'claHS cleavage In polities. 
The land owners constitute the aris- 
tocracy of Germany. 
They represent 


the bulk of the hereditary nobility— 
the governing" class, from whom the 
high dignitaries and the officers of tlie 
army are drawn. 
It follows that the 


army and 
the government 
officials 


come in for the same popular oppro- 
brium that is visited on the aristocratic 
land owners. 
The former are looked 


upon as in league with the latter to 
oppress and defraud the poor. The im- 
pression is not wholly unjustified, and 
It is not strange that It should provoke 
a savage and sullen discontent 
that 


may become dangerous if there IB not 
some redress, of grievances. 


What may happen is recorded In the 


annals of 1S4S. This bloody chapter in 
German history tells of a time when 
every monarchy 
in Central 
Europe 


was shaken to Its foundations. 
AVhlle 


the uprisings were put down with sav- 
age severity, it became necessary to 
grant many popular reforms and to 
liberalize the governments. 
So fierce 


was popular feeling that the 
grand- 


father of the present Emperor, 
then 


Princ* William of Prussia, did not dare 
to appear in the streets of Berlin and 
was compelled to seclude himself for a 
time in England. 
The story 
of that 


period ought to convey a warning to 
the Gorman landed aristocracy, even if 
they are deaf to the voice of humanity 
and justice. 


OUR LOST TRADE BALANCE. 


During the last four fiscal years the 


money value of our exports exceeded 
the money value of our imports 
by 


i'2,453,000,000, yet the excess 
of gold 


imports over exports was only 
S1G5,- 


500,000. 


Where did the other $2.287,500,01)0 of 


the trade balance in our favor go to'.' 
It is a problem that a good many flnan* 
ciers 
and economists 
are trying 
to 


solve. 


Secretary Gage estimates that within 


the past six years we have bought back 
from Europe at least 5300,000,000 worth 
of American securities that had been 
sold there. If we deduct this from the 
$2,237,500,000. there remains $1,987,500,- 
000 still to be accounted for. 


This represents a pile of money to be 


entirely lost track of. It 
represents 


four-fifths of the entire metallic cur- 
rency of the United States. 
Certainly 


this balance has gone somewhere, and 
there should be some way of tracing 
it approximately. 


It is estimated that the marriage of 


American heiresses to European noble- 
men 
has taken 
$100,000,000 
of our 


money abroad 
during the 
past five 


years. American visitors to 
Europe 


probably spend SIOO.000,000 annually in 
foreign countries. Deducting for 
all 


these losses of capital, and there is still 
a huge balance unaccounted for. 


Most likely It 
represents the 
divi- 


dens received by Europeans on Amer- 
ican investments and interest on Amer- 
ican 
securities 
held 
abroad. 
This 


would indicate that we are not yet free 
from the financial leading strings of 
the. Old World. 


All 
over 
this country are 
mines, 


mills, factories, breweries and 
cattle 


ranches belonging to foreign owners. 
The more prosperous 
thu 
industrial 


conditions are in the United States, 
the greater the dividends these foreign 
investors receive. 


General Gomez, the hero of the Cu- 


ban vur of independence, is now called 
a traitor to his country because he 
does not agree with the political views 
of the radical element in Cuba. Go- 
mez is in good company under this 
designation. 
George Washington and 


Sim Bolivar were also denounced 
as 


traitors by political opponents. 


The Democratic .papers show a dis- 


position to get offended tbeeause Pres- 
ident Roosevelt will not allow them to 
fill the vacancies in bis Cabinet. 


GARDENS FOR SCHOOLS. 


The movement to establish1 experf- 


mental gardens 
as adjuncts 
for the 


public schools "in the United States is 
making headway, although 
the pro- 


gress thus far made is mainly the re- 
sult of individual 
effort 
and public 


spirit. In the future a more rapid ad- 
vance may be looked for, as the Amer- 
ican Federation of Public Improvement 
Clubs has taken the matter up, which 
has started a. discussion and agitation 
of a. subject of great importance. 


School 
gardens, whether 
horticul- 


tural or botanical, are full of interest 
and Instruction to the young. 
They 


cultivate love for the beautiful 
and 


bring the children to a closer acquaint- 
ance with the processes of nature. By 
ocular 
demonstration 
the 
child 
is 


taught the chemistry of plant life. 
It 


thus becomes inculcated with a taste 
for landscape ornamentation and im- 
bued with a love for growing things— 
flowers, fruits and trees. To this may 
be' added instruction in botany, which 
is full of 
fascination and 
practical 


value. 


In Europe they are far ahead of us 


In this respect. 
Every country school 


In'Belgium'has not less than an acre 
attached as a garden, and in Sweden 
there are more than 2,000. school gar- 
dens. Norway has a "plantation day" 
especially 
celebrated 
by the school 


children, forestry being taught there as 
a part of the economy of the nation, 
the law requiring a tree te be planted 
for every one cut down. 


In France 
there are 30,000 
school 


gardens, and no man who has not the 
ability to teach horticulture can, un- 
der any consideration, receive an ap- 
pointment as master of an elementary 
school. Austria has over 8,000 garden 
schools, and in Russia the school gar- 
den is becoming an established part of 
the educational system. 


We are far behind in this country in 


this respect. In some places there are 
school gardens of great 
beauty 
and 


utility, but their number is so few that 
they are 
regarded 
as show 
places. 


Wfth slight additional cost for grounds 
and 
maintenance, 
practical 
lessons 


drawn from nature can be given in 
horticulture, floriculture, arboriculture 
and botany, 
Such instruction would 


be both elevating and useful and should 
be promoted.

It is ours by 
no right Ihigher than mere power to 
compel a weaker nation to hand over 
its valuables.

country villa. 


He was also well known as a lover

George D. Roberts Had a Thril- 


i 
ling Experience With the 


Russians. 


A dispatch from New York says: 
"George D. Roberts of Oakland, Cal., 


died today at the Aldlne'. Hotel, this 
city. 
He was 73 j'ears old, and was 


one of the pioneers in the mining in- 
dustry of California. He has .two sis- 
ters living, in Oakland. Pie had been 
111 for some time." 


In the latter part of September, 1900, 


G. D. Roberts returned to San Fran- 
cisco after one ,o£ the. most thrilling 
experiences -with 
Russian 
duplicity. 


He started for Siberia in .Tune of that 
year at the head oC a party of Amer- 
icans and Enprlishmen representing a 
syndicate which had 'secured rights to 
prospect an immense tract of land in 
Eastern 
Siberia. 
The Russian 
-who 


accompanied the party as the repre- 
sentative of the Russian concessionaire 
got thirty-two Cossacks aboard on a 
pretext, and when the expedition was 
under way suddenly changed lace and 
took command oC the vessel, 
at the 


same time announcing that he repre- 
sented not only- the Russian 
conces- 


sionaire but the government. Roberts 
determined that the 
party 
hyd 
its 


choice of years 'in Siberian mines or a 
fight, and decided for the latter. 
The 


Cossacks were imprisoned below decks 
and the captain of the vessel forced 
to sail for Nome, where the case was 
presented to the American authorities, 
who vigorously upheld Roberts' course 
of action, despite 
the protests, 
antl 
threats of the Russian, who produced 
numerous papers 
giving him, as 
he 


claimed, 
ample 
authority from 
the 


Russian government for-aJl his actions. 
From Nome the little party returned 
to San Francisco.
